Aa a reault of an opinion handed 
down by Attorney Oeneral Breathitt 
at Kranklort laat week, the vendora ol 
Malt Mead. Cream of Hopa. Near Beer 
and other auch drlnka In Kentucky 
will hnve to mt the atate liquor II- 
iiti-e ol I.' 1 . lor It Is held thai sucn 
beverages do not rom» under the 
bead or • soft • drlnka inasmuch a* 
they contain a certain pet cent of al- 
cohol. A number ol dealers In Hun 
ford and Lincoln county will be bard 
bit by thla ruling, which It la said, 
tbe Auditor Intends to Instruct th» 
clerka to IBjMUjr enforce. 



Attorney General llreathltt hold, 
that in local option territory alcoholic 
drinks can not be sold under the so't 
drink license The opinion aaya: 

'This department baa Juat received 
a communication from A A Hazel- 
rigg. lerk of ..lontgomery County 
Court, staling that he has an appllca 
tlon lor license to sell 'Malt Mead or 
Neir ll.-er ' He .tales that It la claim 
ed this drink ran be sold under soft 
drink license by reason of the alleged 
lact th-re la auch a smiill or unap- 
prec table amount of alcohol In same 
that It should come under tbta bead 
Inf. TUIa department haa passed up 
in this matt r finally to the effect 
that drinks may not be fold under the 
olt drink license that could produce 
intoxication. At local option terri- 
tory Increases In extent In thla state, 
It Is reasonable to anticipate that en- 
deavor will be made to place such 
drinks as are described before tbe 
public, and In auch a way as to sub- 
je ( i those who may indulge In them 
to oo sort ot social condemnation: 
and Its alleged Innocence will actual- 
ly prove more pernicious to the young 
if allowed, than the open saloon. Into 
which the same i eople might never 
think of going I'ntll either the law 
or the hlgheat court makes a distinc- 
tion authorizing the sale ol malt bev 
erngea containing alcohol. It will be 
tbe ruling of this department that 
they are jiv allowable under a aolt 
drink llcenae. having that appreciable 
quantity, at all events, tn them a* 
would create even in large quantities 
of intoxication"

NEGRO PARDONED 



Jack Johnson the MMBl MbBMABv 
clinched blf title to the world s caam- 
pionshlp of the pugilistic arena when 
he decisively defeated tbe great re- 
tired champion James J. Jeffries In 
15 rounds at Reno. Nevada on tlu- 
Fourth of July. 

While Jeffries was not actually 
counted out he waa aaved only from 
thla crowning humiliation by his 
friends pleading witl. Johnson not to 
hit tbe fallen man again, and tbe tow- 
el was brought Into the ring from bis 
corner At the end of the fifteenth 
round Referee lex Rickard raised the 
black arm and the great irowd tiled 
out glum and silent. 

Jefrrlea was dragged to Ms corner, 
bleeding from nose and mouth and h 
Cozen cuts on his face He had 
black closed eye and swollen features 
and he held his head In hn 



Johnson walked out of tbe ring 
without a nxark on bla body, except 
a .light cut on his Hp, which was th» 
opening of a wound received In train- 
ing 

Ring experts agree that It was not 
ever, a championship fight. Jeffries 
hud a chance in tbe second round 
l-erhaps. but after the sixth It was 
( lain that he was weakened and out- 
clawed IB ev -ry point, and. after tho 
eleventh round, it was hopeless. 

It was the greatest demonstration 
the ring has ever seen of tha? failure 
of a "fighter to come back" after years 
of retirement The youth and science 
of the black man made Jeffriea look 
like a green man. The great Jetfrles 
was like a log. Tbe reviled Johnson 
was like a black panther, beautifu' in 
his aleitness and defensive MMM 
The fifteenth round aUrted with a 
clinch after Jeffries had failed to land 
on the body. Johnson then tore loose 
and before tbe s pacts but were pre- 
pared for the finish be had sent Jef- 
fries down with lightning-like left and 
right blows to the Jaw. Jeffries reel- 
ed and rell hiir way through the ropes 
on the West aide of the ring. Those 
_.ar htm saw that he bad lost sense 
of his surroundings and that the faces 
at the ringside were a blur to him 
His time had come. He waa feeling 
what he had caused others to feei 
n the days of bis youtb and power 
Johnson came over to the spot and 
stood poised over his adversary, his 
lody readv for a left hook if Jeffries 
regained hla feet 

Jim Corbett. who twice had gon- 
down before Jeffries' blows, and wpo 
had stood in Jelfries corner all dur- 
ing the fight, telling lohnson what a 
fool he was and how he was In for the 
zjrsBMw beating of his life now ran tor 
w:ird with outstretched arms, crying 
"Oh go back don't hit him." \ 
Jeffries painfully raised himself to 
bis feet His laws had dropped, his 
eyes were nearly shut and his lace 
waa covered with blood With MM> 
ling legs and yielding arms be tried 
to put up a defense Hut he could not 
stop a terrtrfic right smash In th* 
jaw, followed by two left hooks. H 
went down again.

"Slop it," they cried Don't put 
the old lellow out 

Sam Rerger. Jeffries, 
along the ring calling to Bob Arm- 
strong "Bring that towel you know 
what I mean — don't let him get b'V 
Froiu Johnson s corner hts second 
were r ailing to him to quit.
